With the average high school 
GPAs of incoming freshmen at 
BYU and Ricks College continually 
rising, Jacobsen’s fears seem well- 
founded. 

For the 1992-93 school year, the 
average GPA of incoming BYU 
freshmen was 3.69, up from 3.47 in 
1981, showing that BYU’s fresh- 
men classes continue to get better 
and better academically. 

The average GPA for a freshman 
attending Ricks College also has 
increased from a 3.1 in 1991-92 to 
a 3.28 in 1992-93. 

“We no longer have open admis- 
sions,” said Steve Davis, director of 
admissions at Ricks College. “We 
are trying to remain as open as 
possible, but we still turn away 
many students.” 

Last year, Ricks College turned 
away approximately 850 high 
school graduates, and Davis 
expects the two-year college to turn 
away even more this year. 

“Our goal will never be to be an 
‘elite’ junior college,” Davis added. 
“But although we don’t want to be 
elite, it’s bound to happen.” 

Davis said he felt that all of the

Stucki, 22, could not gain accep- 
tance to BYU after returning from 
his mission to Catania, Italy, and 
has found Washington’s institute 
program “very refreshing.”. 

Still, many would-be BYU stu- 
dents are finding their way to the 
Wasatch Front, and several local 
LDS institutes have seen substan- 
tial increases in their enrollment 
numbers over last year. 


“Pye been watching the trend of 
the people coming into the institute 
and have noticed they want to be in 
the valley more than they want to 
be at UVCC,” said Jan Felix, insti- 
tute director at UVCC. 

Felix has also seen the enrollment 
numbers at the institute increase 
to 250 more students in 1992-93 
than were enrolled in 1991-92. 

“’'m sure that a lot of these stu- 
dents are people who want to go to 
BYU and couldn’t get in,” Felix 
added. 

Jackie Lambson, registrar at 
University of Utah’s institute, said 
there has been an increase of 
approximately 750 students in one 
year alone. 

“I feel the big increase is due to 
the need. people have for religion,” 
Lambson said. “But I’m sure a lot 
of that has to do with the Church’s 
promotion of the institute pro- 
gram.” 

“We have seen a definite steady 
increase in the students applying 
to the university, but we are not 
too sure why,” said Stayner 
Landward, director of admissions 
at the U of U. “You might speculate 
that it means BYU is turning more 
and more away, but I feel there is 
an absence of data to say anything 
for sure.”

Senate rejects 
GOP alternative 
to Clinton plan

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
rejected a Republican alternative 
to President Clinton’s deficit reduc- 
tion plan Wednesday after 
Democrats ridiculed the no-new- 
taxes measure as a scheme to 
shield the rich from paying their 
share. 

A 55-43 vote that doomed the 
GOP proposal apparently cleared 
the way for passage today of a 
Democratic package of tax increas- 
es and spending cuts designed to 
reduce the federal deficit by $516 
billion: 

In opposing the Republican mea- 
sure, 54 Democrats were joined by 
Sen. James Jeffords, R-Vt., while 
Sen. Richard Shelby, D-Ala., and 
42, GOP senators voted in favor of 
the proposal. 

Republicans’ intent with their 
amendment was clear, said 
Majority Leader George Mitchell, 
D-Maine: “Protect those whose 
incomes exceed $200,000, exempt 
them from the burden of deficit 
reduction ... shift the burden onto 
the middle class.” 

“This is a small-business 
approach: No taxes, no user fees, 
no new spending programs,” said 
Minority Leader Bob Dole, R-Kan. 
“So let’s give taxpayers a chance.” 

The Republican amendment was 
designed to cut the deficit by about 
$367 billion over five years. 
Democrats said it lacked specifics, 
simply decreeing that Medicare 


spending would be subject to severe 
restraints without saying how. 

The GOP plan included: 

—Limiting spending for 
Medicare, pensions and similar 
mandatory spending to a level 
about $58 billion below the 
Democratic version, starting in 
1996. Social Security would be 
exempt. 

—Holding discretionary non-mili- 
tary spending, which includes pro- 
grams from education to highways, 
to current levels for five years, sav- 
ing $85 billion. 

—Freezing spending for foreign 
aid, saving $7 billion. 

The Democratic bill would raise 
taxes by $249 billion over the next 
five years with 87 percent of the 
increase falling on those earning 
more than $100,000. The only 
impact on most middle- and low~/ 
income families would come from a 
4.3-cents-a-gallon increase in the 
tax on motor fuels, although some 
retirees would pay more tax on 
their Social Security benefits. 

The first vote on the bill rejected, 
54-44, an effort by Majority Leader 
George Mitchell, D-Maine, to 
restore a version of Clinton’s tar- 
geted capital-gains tax cut for 
small business. The amendment, 
which fell six votes short of the 60 
needed to overcome a technical bar- 
rier, also would have increased to 
$18,500 the amount of machinery a 
small business could write off in 
the year of purchase. 


Democrat could oust 
Hatch, pollster says

SALT LAKE CITY — Utah 
Democrats have a chance to break 
the 17-year Republican strangle- 
hold on the state’s two U.S. Senate 
seats, if they pick the right candi- 
date next year, says pollster Dan 
Jones. 

Republican Orrin Hatch will go 
after a fourth term in the Senate 
“and the hardest one to get elected 
to is your fourth term,” said Jones. 
He spoke to elementary and sec- 
ondary social studies teachers 
attending the University of Utah’s 
annual Taft Seminar on Tuesday. 

“Can anyone touch Hatch? Yes, I 
think (Democratic Congressman) 
Bill Orton would give him all he 
wants. Orton is very viable. But I 
don’t know that Orton will run,” 
said Jones, whose Dan Jones & 
Associates polling firm already is 
conducting private surveys on next 
year’s election. 

Orton won the 8rd District seat in 
1990 and gained re-election to a 
second term last year with 59 per 
cent of the vote, the best showing 
by a Utah Democrat in a major 
1992 election race. 

Jones said a woman would be a 
good candidate to oppose Hatch. 
Hatch’s attacks on Anita Hill dur- 
ing Supreme Court Justice 


Clarence Thomas’ confirmation 
hearings has prompted the 
National Organization for Women 
to take sides in the Senate race. 

“He has enraged women and 
many of his constituents,” said 
NOW spokeswoman Rosemary 
Dempsey. “He underestimates 
what women,:even the most con- 
servative women, have experienced 
in their lives and in the workplace. 
He will feel the results of what he’s 
done.” 

Jake Garn held Utah’s other 
Senate seat for three terms, decid- 
ing against running for re-election 
last year. Bob Bennett kept the 
seat in GOP hands by topping 
Democratic Rep. Wayne Owens by 
15 percentage - points in 
November’s general election. 

Seventeen months before the elec- 
tion, Jones said, 41 percent of 
Utahns say they are Republicans, 
22 percent Democrats, and about 
35 percent independent, with the 
rest supporting minor parties. 

Orton already has the reputation 
of being a conservative Democrat, 
And Shepherd got Utahns to iden- 
tify with her, thereby beating 
Republican Enid Greene with 51 
percent of the 2nd Congressional 
District vote, when Bill Clinton 
could only get 25 percent of Utah’s 
presidential vote.

Serb, Croat leaders map out division 


GENEVA — The leaders of Serbia and Croatia presented proposals 
Wednesday for carving up Bosnia-Herzegovina, but gave few firm details 
on separating the three warring ethnic factions. 

Bosnia’s Muslim president stayed away from the talks, saying the 
Serb-Croat plan would lead to his republic’s formal disintegration. But 
seven members of Bosnia’s collective presidency attended. 

President Slobodan Milosevic of Serbia and President Franjo Tudjman 
of Croatia presented partition maps to international mediators at a four- 
hour session in the village of Enthod outside Geneva. 

Lord Owen, a mediator for the European Community whose own peace 
proposal was rejected by Bosnian Serbs, said Serb and Croat leaders 
agreed on the principles of a three-way ethnic split, but the proposed 
boundaries were vague. 

“The Serbs and Croats rather disappointed us in terms of not coming 
up with anything specific on the map,” Owen told reporters. 

The partition plan is the latest attempt to end the 15-month war that 
has left at least 138,000 people dead or missing since Bosnia’s Muslims 
and Croats voted to secede from Serb-dominated Yugoslavia. Bosnia’s 
Muslims have suffered the most in the war. 


Chemical warfare base won’t close 


WASHINGTON — The base closure commission, in its first vote after 
months of contentious hearings, decided Wednesday to spare Fort 
McClellan, Ala., from the post-Cold War realignment ax. 

Commissioners said they were concerned that the Pentagon’s proposal 
would jeopardize the world’s only training facility that uses live chemical 
agents to prepare troops for chemical warfare. 

The Defense Base Closure and Realignment Commission faced deci- 
sions involving 238 facilities and military activities. While jobs will be 
lost, millions of dollars will be saved. 

The votes follow more than two-dozen hearings and 80 visits to bases 
around the country. More than 200 members of Congress pleaded for 
their facilities before the seven-member panel. 


Economy may speed up, Reserve says 


WASHINGTON — The American economy inched along at an even 
slower pace than previously believed at the start of the year, while 
orders to U.S. factories fell for a third straight month in May, the gov- 
ernment said Wednesday. 

But in signs of possibly better days ahead, the Federal Reserve said its 
latest survey of economic activity around the country found reason for 
optimism, describing an economy that was at least expanding at a “slow 
to moderate” pace in late spring. 

The survey, based on reports from its 12 regional banks, found 
strength in retail sales, housing and some improvement in manufactur- 
ing in May and early June. 

But even with the optimism, the Federal Reserve cautioned that busi- 
nesses were putting off hiring new people or increasing investment 
because of uncertainties surrounding President Clinton’s tax package 
and health care reform proposals. 


Children lobby successfully for beans 


BOSTON — Baked beans, those long maligned legumes, have finally 
gotten official recognition in the home state of Beantown, and some 
young lobbyists are tooting in triumph. 

The sweet concoction of navy beans steeped in molasses or maple syru 
was named the official state bean Wednesday, six months after a lobby- 
ing trip by elementary-school children. 

“It was pretty neat,” said 9-year-old Dora Hammerle. 

One lesson Dora and her fellow third-graders from suburban Dover 
learned was that things take time. The Legislature didn’t get to the bill 
until April and Gov. William Weld took another couple of months to sign 
the order into law. 

The youngsters pushed for the designation as a means of learning how 
the legislative process worked. They made their case before the State 
Administration Committee in December, and got some experience lobby- 
ing by staging a luncheon for lawmakers. The menu featured baked 
beans. 

Weld had a hearty “Welcome to Beantown” greeting for the pupils 
Wednesday. ; 

Even the third-graders who had lobbied for the designation said they 
didn’t actually like baked beans, according to an informal survey. 

“T hate them!” said one, 9-year-old Katie Keating, wrinkling her nose.

County has gang problem 
community can help fight

It may surprise many residents 
that there is a gang problem in 
Utah County. 

Members of the Utah, County 
Gang Task Force met Wednesday 
to address the growing concerns of 
gang activities in the area. 

The Gang Task Force was formed 
to prevent the belief that gangs are 
not prevalent in the area. 

Its mission is'to stay ahead of the 
gang problem before it develops 
further. 

Although the gang activity in 
Utah County is not quite as large 
as in Salt Lake County, the Gang 
Task Force said there has been an 
increase in gang activity. 

Historically, gangs are organized 
by race or cultural background. 
Because Provo and Orem do not 
have diverse neighborhoods, there 
are not definite divisions as to the 
black, Asian, Hispanic or white 
communities. 

Gang members are coming to 
Utah as transplants from 
California, Hawaii and other 
Pacific areas. 


Families dealing with difficult 
youth send their children to rela- 
tives in Utah, hoping the atmos- 
phere and values will rehabilitate 
or correct their ways. 

“Kids join gangs for recognition, 
peer pressure: and protection,” said 
Lt. Mike Larsen of the Orem Police 
Department. 

He said most teenagers in Utah 
are joining for popular reasons. 
Those involved generally have low 
self-esteem or are lacking in social 
skills. 

Signs of gang activity include 
involvement with new friends and 
significant dress changes. Those 


‘not involved with gangs are still 


influenced by methods of dress. 

“Do not become intimidated by 
gang members’ actions,” said 
Larsen. 

“We must stand up and say we 
will not tolerate this type of action 
in our community.” 

The Gang Task Force needs com- 
munity support in order to prevent 
gang activity. 

It encourages residents to get 
involved in community groups and 
service programs that the county 
offers.

A fair. share of young entrepre- 
neurs in Utah have roamed on 
BYU's campus at one time, and 
some of these ambitious business- 
men agree starting your own busi- 
ness is risky and a lot of work, but 
worth it 

Sit, you have an idea, go out and 
do it. You can always do it better 
than the next guy,” said Todd 
Pedersen, 24, a senior internation- 
al relations major from Idaho Falls, 
and president of Creative 
Marketing Concepts. 

Pedersen started his sales and 
marketing company after he inter- 
viewed for a similar job and was 
turned away. “I felt qualified to 
work for their company so I decided 
to start one of my own,” Pedersen 
said. “Now that company is my 
main competitor.” 

Charlie Freedman, 27, a recent 
BYU law school graduate from 
Scardsdale, N.Y., along with his 
younter brother, Bill, started 
DownEast Outfitters, a factory out- 
let for several major clothing cata- 
logs. “In high school, Bill called J- 
Crew to find out if he could buy fac- 
tory irregulars. They sold him blue 
jean jackets, which he then marked 
the price up on and sold,” 
Freedman said. “Two summers ago 
we decided if we could get larger 
quantities they would sell in 
Provo.” 

Mark Comer, 26, a former BYU 
student from Paradise, Calif., is 
CEO of Cabot, Richards & Reed, a 
business education consulting com- 
pany. Comer first started a real 


. estate consulting business after 


working for a telemarketing com- 
any. 

“T saw the amount of money the 
telemarketing company was mak- 
ing, so me and a friend decided to 
start a business of our own,” Comer 
said. Comer started Cabot, 
Richards & Reed with the money 


he made frem his real estate busi- 
ness. 

Skip Siebers, 23, a recent BYU 
American Studies graduate from 
Miami, Fla., started Mama’s Cafe, 
a deli, after wanting to upgrade 
from.a home health care job. “I felt 
Provo needed a deli like Mama’s 
Cafe. I doubt we would have 
opened it if we didn’t get the right 
location,” Siebers said. 

Having an idea of what kind of 
business to start is the first step, 
but coming up with finances to 
begin the business is the second. 

“We started with $2,000 of our 
own savings. After our first sale of 
clothing we were able to reinvest 
our profits,” Freedman said. 

Pedersen used part of his own 
savings and a loan from his par- 
ents to launch the beginning of his 
company. “Now we have outside 
investors who help cut down our 
overhead costs,” Pedersen said. 

Looking back to the way he began 
his business, Pedersen said to do 
things differently he would have 
hired a secretary sooner. “I could 
have also done many things more 
efficiently, but P’'ve had to learn all 
the rules and regulations as I go,” 
he said. 

“Ninety-five percent of how I 
began the business is how I would 
do it again,” Freedman said. “We 
grew slowly, but we grew as fast as 
the market would let us grow.” 

Comer said if he knew what he 
knows now there are some things 
he would have done differently 
when starting his business. “Some 
trial and error makes a good busi- 
ness,” he said. 

Freedman said his advice to 
young adults seeking to start their 
own business is to keep the opera- 
tion as simple as possible and as 
small as possible in the beginning. 
“We try to keep expenses as low as 
we can. We have reasonable mark- 
ups, a fun marketing scheme, and 
we don’t get in over our heads,” he 
said.

“When you are over in Hurope 
they expect a lot out of their 
Americans. They expect you to 
carry the team,” Haws said. 

He added that if a team isn’t win- 
ning more than 50 percent of the 
time the player has to be a great 
scorer for them to say it’s not his 
fault. 

“T feel like I was fortunate to geta 
couple of years in, because there 
just aren’t many guards over there. 
Because you only have two 
Americans most ofthem are big 
guys. I was lucky to find a team 
that wanted an American point 
guard,” Haws said. 

“It’s a weird thing. It’s something 
you can’t take personally.” 

While in Belgium, Haws averaged 
17 points and 7 assists a game. 

Haws said he and his wife 
Tiffanie enjoyed living in Belgium. 
During their first year in Belgium 
their son, Tyler, was born. 

“Belgium is a great place. It’s the 
best of any of the European coun- 
tries that I saw. I like Belgium the 
best as far as living conditions are 

concerned. People speak English 
pretty well there and all the guys

After being released, Haws decid- .

He and his wife are living in Salt 
Lake City and during the summer 
Haws operates a basketball camp 
in Salt Lake. Now that he has fin- 
ished his degree, Haws hopes to try 
out for a team in Holland or 
Germany. 

“'d like to try it again this year, 
and see if I could get a tryout now 
that I have my degree,” Haws said. 
“The only place to make any money 
outside the NBA is in Europe. Its 
tough to say it but that would be 
the main force behind it, just trying 
to get a little further ahead. If you 
can play basketball it’s a great way 
to do it.” 

Haws is 27 and said that if noth- 
ing happens in Europe this year he 
will likely be done with basketball 
and look for a good business oppor- 
tunity in the United States.

CHICAGO — A gracious but tired Michael Jordan 
received his third consecutive trophy and new car for 
being the most valuable player in the NBA Finals and 
said Wednesday he was looking forward to a summer 
without basketball. 

“T have a great feeling that it’s over with,” said 
Jordan, who averaged an NBA Finals record 41 points 
over six games in leading the Chicago Bulls to their 
third straight championship. 

“It’s very relieving that I can get up and not think 
basketball,” he said at a news conference. Jordan was 
named the MVP after Sunday’s clinching win over the 
Phoenix Suns. 

Jordan is the first player ever to win three straight 


NBA Finals MVP awards and only the second player 
to win three in a career. Magic Johnson won the honor 
in 1980, 1982 and 1987 with the Los Angeles Lakers. 

Jordan said mental fatigue bothered him this sea- 
son, which followed his play with the gold-medal win- 
ning U.S. Olympic basketball team last summer. That 
effort came shortly after the Bulls’ 1992 NBA victory. 

“T feel without the Olympics, I’ve got an adequate 
time to get away from the game,” Jordan said. 

With their 99-98 win Sunday, the Bulls became the 
first team in 27 years to win the NBA title three 
straight seasons. 

Jordan said Wednesday he had expected the pres- 
sure to lessen after the team’s second championship, 
in 1992, but the pressure “was even greater than I 
ever expected. It was a tough season.”

ular classrooms,” he said. 

In the Provo School District there 
are approximately two regular high 
schools and eight alternative high 
schools. Alternative high schools 
are provided for students with spe- 
cial needs who are not main- 
streamed into the regular schools. 

“Most of these kids are served in 
their neighborhood schools because 
every one of the schools has pro- 
grams for their special needs,” said 
Richard Meacham, director of spe- 
cial education in the Alpine School 
District. 

Despite efforts to mainstream 
those students with learning dis- 
abilities into the regular 
school system, there is a lack of 
time and training on how to handle 
those disabilities, said Coombs. 

“The problem is that teachers are 
not trained to deal with main- 
streaming. I think that the majori- 
ty of teachers have the attitude 
that all students should be treated 
the same. It’s not that teachers are 
being mean, it’s just they don’t 
know how to change their lesson 
plans to fit their needs,” he said. 

If the students are not able to 
function and succeed in a regular 
high school because of behavioral 
or learning problems, they are 
encouraged to attend an alterna- 
tive school instead of dropping out. 

“T think that there is an old idea 
that people grow out of their learn- 
ing disability,” Coombs said. “But 
what actually happens is they hide

their learning disability and even- 
tually drop out of school,” he said. 

The Interagency Committee on 
Learning Disabilities has estimat- 
ed that 5 percent to 10 percent of 
the U.S. population is affected by 
learning disabilities. 

“People with disabilities are able 
to attend school until they are 
22,”said Kay Heapes, assistant 
director at Central Utah 
Enterprises School in Provo. 

“By law, the school districts have 
to provide them the opportunity to 
attend school. The education could 
be strictly academics or vocational 
training,” he said. 

At least one high school in the 
Provo area provides disabled stu- 
dents and adults opportunities to 


learn vocational skills. Heapes said - 


the school offers them support to 
succeed in the community. 

Aside from those schools for stu- 
dents with learning disabilities, 
there are at least two other schools 
in the Wasatch area that are for 
those women who have children 
and have not yet graduated from 
high school.

Firings won't endanger 
BYU's accreditation

OGDEN — The director of the 
accreditation organization over 
BYU says it is doubtful that per- 
sonnel issues would jeopardize the 
school’s accreditation. 

BYU has been embroiled in con- 
troversy since two professors were 
denied tenure earlier this month. 

Feminist English professor 
Cecilia Konchar Farr and anthro- 
pologist David Knowlton claim they 
were targeted for their personal 
views and politics, but administra- 
tors said the dismissals were based 
on their academic inadéquacies. 

“In general, the accreditation 
process does not serve as an inspec- 
tor general or a prosecutor of cam- 
pus controversies, particularly 
regarding personnel issues,” 
Joseph Malik, executive director of 
the commission on colleges for the 
Northwest Association of Schools 
and Colleges. 

“T wouldn’t predict our commis- 
sion would go do an investigation 
over a personnel issue,” he said 
Tuesday. 

However, Malik said, if it is clear- 
ly established that the dismissals 
were linked to the issue of academ- 
ic freedom, “then I think clearly the 
commission would have some inter- 
est in that.” 

BYU spokesperson Margaret 
Smoot said Wednesday that 
Malik’s statements confirm 
President Rex Lee’s assertion last 
week that he found it improbable 
the controversy would jeopardize 
the school’s accreditation. 


But Knowlton said that the’ 


accreditation organization’s posi- 
tion will not deter him and others 
from pursuing the issue with the

Northwest Association. 

However, Knowlton would not 
identify the others, saying “People 
are in enough trouble.” 

Knowlton and Farr are preparing 
appeals. 

Should they fail, their contracts 
with the school will expire in 
August 1994. 

The Northwest Association of 
Schools and Colleges accredits col- 
leges and universities in Utah, 
Idaho, Washington, Oregon, 
Nevada, Montana and Alaska. 

Malik said association records 
show BYU first was accredited in 
1923. The school is scheduled for a 
comprehensive. accreditation 
review in 1996. 

Under BYU’s new Academic 
Freedom Statement, faculty mem- 


bers cannot speak against church 


leaders or doctrine. 

Malik said accreditation stan- 
dards allow for “reasonable limita- 
tion on freedom of inquiry or 
expression which are dictated by 
institutional purpose” as long as 
those limitations are published 
candidly.
